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Report  of  School  Board 


To  the  Selectmen  of  New  Boston,  N.  H.  and  Inha1> 
itants  of  the  School  District : 

The  School  Board  of  the  District  of  New  Boston,  N. 
H.,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  fis- 
cal year  ending  June  30,  1921. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  such  minor  re- 
pairs to  the  school  houses  throughout  the  district  as  in 
our  opinion  were  necessary,  and  following  a  custom  of 
the  past  few  years  we  selected  one  house  in  particular 
upon  which  we  have  expended  the  special  appropriation 
made  by  the  district  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 

This  past  year  we  chose  House  No.  8,  or  High  School 
Building,  as  being  the  one  most  in  need  of  such  repairs. 
To  this  building  we  made  additions  which  gave  two  toi- 
let rooms  about  14  by  14  feet  each,  in  which  we  installed 
Kaustine  toilets  for  the  accommodation  of  the  pupils  of 
the  entire  building.  This  arrangement  has  proven  most 
economical  and  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

This  year  you  will  find  an  article  in  our  warrant  ask- 
ing for  an  appropriation  to  remodel  and  repair  one  other 
building,  and  we  hope  you  will  consider  it  favorably. 

Your  School  Board  feel  that  never  before  were  the 
schools  of  New  Boston  in  such  excellent  shape  as  they 
are  at  the  present  time,  and  we  should  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  extend  our  thanks  to  our  superintendent 
and  to  the  people  of  the  district  for  their  hearty  co-oper- 
ation during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Goffstown,  N.  H.,  Feb.  6,  1922 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  New  Boston : 

In  writing  this  report  I  am  reminded  that  this  is  the 
fifth  year  of  my  superintendency  and  a  natural  time  to 
make  comments  on  the  work  accomplished.  This  period 
covers  a  part  of  the  war  and  the  immediate  reconstruc- 
tion period.  How  has  New  Boston  stood  up  under  the 
strain  ?     Has  she  stood  still  or  made  progress  ? 

The  High  School  received  the  approval  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  by  presonal  visit  of  the  then 
Deputy  State  Superintendent,  now  Commissioner,  E.  W. 
Butterfield,  on  the  very  day  of  my  first  official  visit  to 
the  school.  Under  able  headmasters  this  school  has 
made  progress.  It  is  noteworthy  that  every  pupil  who 
was  in  the  school  last  year  returned  this  fall  and  none 
have  dropped  out  since.  There  is  no  better  barometer 
of  a  secondary  school  than  the  holding  power  that  it 
has  over  the  pupils.  I  think  that  this  same  fact  justifies 
the  statement  that  our  elementary  schools,  and  especially 
the  Grammar  school  at  the  village,  are  maintained  at  a 
high  level.  It  has  been  the  policy  during  these  years 
to  encourage  the  pupils  of  the  Eighth  grade  to  come  to 
the  village  for  their  last  year.  This  policy  has  been 
splendidly  backed  by  the  parents  and  we  are  having 
very  few  repeaters  in  the  Eighth  grade.  I  wish  that  we 
might  go  one  step  further  and  have  the  pupils  of  the 
Seventh  grade  at  the  village.  This  would  enable  the 
teachers  in  the  outlying  schools  to  concentrate  upon  the 
first  six  grades  and  remove  the  disciplinary  problems  of 
the  adolescent  child. 

In  the  matter  of  sanitation  of  buildings  the  district 
has  not  stood  still.  The  building  at  No.  13  has  been 
somewhat  remodelled  and  made  decent  and  clean.  Pu- 
pils do  not  have  to  travel  around  the  building  in  the 
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cold  to  reach  the  toilets.  The  building  at  No.  16  has 
been  thoroughly  remodelled  and  a  sanitary  toilet  instal- 
led.  The  No.  8  building  has  been  made  sanitary  and 
given  proper  light.  The  school  yards  have  been  cleaned 
of  bushes  and  made  as  attractive  as  conditions  would 
warrant.  All  stoves,  with  the  exception  of  Numbers  4 
and  15,  have  been  jacketed  and  proper  ventilation  pro- 
vided. 

Medical  inspection  has  been  introduced  with  good 
results.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  a  dental  clinic  is 
about  to  open  and  I  expect  that  this  will  meet  with  the 
hearty  support  of  the  parents,  as  have  the  other  forward 
steps  taken. 

No  community  act  has  been  more  pleasing  to  the 
superintendent  and  teachers  than  the  purchase  of  a  play- 
ground in  the  village.  In  the  future  a  little  equipment 
for  the  smaller  children  in  the  nature  of  swings  and 
teeter  boards  should  be  provided. 

The  finances  of  the  district  are  properly  kept  and 
the  School  Board,  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  know  at  all 
times  just  where  the  district  stands.  I  think  that  I  am 
justified   in   maintaining  that   we   have   made   progress. 

There  is,  however,  more  to  be  accomplished.  No.  5 
school  should  have  its  building  remodelled  on  the  same 
plan  as  No.  16.  All  of  the  outlying  buildings  should 
receive  a  coat  of  paint  and  just  as  soon  as  the  district 
can  feel  that  it  can  afford  it,  the  village  school  should 
be  equipped  with  modern  seats  and  desks.  The  seats 
and  desks  in  the  outlying  schools  are  of  the  single  type 
and  of  sizes  somewhere  near  fitting  the  pupils.  At  the 
village  the  double  seat  is  still  found  and  the  sizes  seldom 
fit  the  child.  New  blackboards  are  needed  also.  These 
would  have  been  installed  long  ago,  probably,  if  the 
prices  had  not  been  prohibitive. 

In  1916-1917  the  average  membership  of  the  schools 
was  151  and  for  the  fall  term  of  this  year  it  was  148. 
I  call  attention  to  this  fact  because  it  seems  to  indicate 
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that  the  exodus  from  New  Boston  has  ceased.  The 
movement  now  seems  to  be  back  to  the  farms  here  as 
elsewhere.  There  is  no  better  way  to  encourage  the 
occupation  of  the  farms  than  to  maintain  good  schools. 
State  Commissioner  Butterfield  has  pointed  out  that 
such  good  schools  can  only  be  maintained  if  we  have 
at  least  a  dozen  pupils  in  a  properly  heated  and  lighted 
building,  with  proper  sanitation,  and  a  teacher  who  is 
trained  to  really  teach.  This  year  we  are  employing  six 
local  teachers,  two  of  them  recent  graduates  of  our  high 
school,  who  attended  the  summer  normal  schools  last 
year.  These  girls  should  be  encouraged  to  obtain  fur- 
ther training  and  others  should  follow  in  their  foot- 
steps in  order  that  New  Boston's  children  shall  be  taught 
by  trained  and  contented  teachers.  The  school  spirit 
in  the  town  is  excellent  and  this  is  manifested  in  the 
statistics  appended  which  show  an  increasing  regularity 
of  attendance  and  diminution  of  tardy  marks. 

Some  have  felt  that  we  have  made  progress  only  by 
undue  increase  in  the  taxes.  Figures  from  the  State 
Board  of  Education  show  that  of  the  256  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  state  153  pay  more  and  103  pay  less  per 
thousand  of  equalized  valuation,  or  the  valuation  upon 
which  the  state  tax  is  based.  Bartlett  Special  District 
heads  the  list  with  an  expenditure  of  $21.39  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  elementary  schools.  New  Boston  pays  $7.82 
for  the  same  items. 

Your  School  Board  take  an  interest  in  their  work 
and  have  loyally  supported  the  teachers  and  superinten- 
dent. As  I  have  before  stated  in  my  reports,  the  officials 
can  maintain  no  better  schools  than  public  opinion  will 
support  and  the  citizens  of  New  Boston  are  supporting 
good  schools.
